Claims 2-19, 21, and 23-41 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. 1.142 (b) as being drawn to a non-elected subject matter.

Response to Election/Restriction 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants have elected Group I, [which 

includes claims 1, 20 and 22, drawn to a compound of the formula (I)] without traverse, is 
acknowledged. However, during a telephonic interview with Mr. Edward Robinson (Attorney for 
Applicant) on August 14, 2009, Applicant has agreed to cancel all non-elected claims 2-19, 21 
and 23-41 and therefore, the restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn and hence, all remaining 
pending claims 1 , 20 and 22 are currently examined and found allowable over the prior art of 
record.
